Mr Dearest: Jupitu,—I must keep my 
‘promise’ and tell you of the slow cooking 
casserole. I know that you and many other 
people were glad to hear of the Pentecon, 
but when I have told you of the opposite 
method you will have an idea of two casse- 
roles representing the two exttemes of cook- 
ing, as it were. If your bank balance is high 
you can buy both, and if.it is low*you have 


ia choice between them. 


This principle is that of the vacuum. Food 
should first cooked for a few minutes in 
the ordinary way on the 'range or gas ‘cooker. 
Then it is removed and placed inside the 
cooker, Aftér two hours it is ready for use, 
but it need not be removed for six or eight 
hours later and will not overcook. The cooker 
is fitted out with several aluminium saucepans 
so that a whole meal can be cooked with this 
“‘ continuous ” cooking method, and I believe 
in the same ,saucepan, simultaneously, boiled 
beef and suet balls, which in’ the ordinary 
way require different. times, can cooked 
together. It ought te be handy for you 
now that you go fishing with Dick. You 
could get everything ready at 10 in the morn- 
ing—leave it in the cooker after it has been 
started on the range. At twelve it will be 
ready, and it will remain in the same state 
and not get overcooked until: eight in the 
evening. You don’t have to look at it again, 
and it saves fuel--the range can be let out. 
As it is. fitted out with double walls insula- 
tion is provided—heat can be kept in and cold 
out. Of course, you could take O.K. with 
you in your car, and have a nicely cooked 
meal out of doors. It is not easily injured, 
and it would not matter shaking it about a 
bit as you might have to do on a western 
road. Indeed, Í heard one had been taken on 
an Atlantic flight. Later on for ‘picnics it 
would be very useful. You could cook a meal 
for eight persons. If you ‘wanted ‘to keep 
things cool in the hot weather it makes quite 
3 good ice box for milk, butter and meat. 
You should store them with a little ice.” In 
using the saucepan you have to be careful to 
fill it: four-fifths -of its capacity. Otherwise 
the vacuum in exerting a pull may make it 
buckle together as in the hot water bottles I 
wrote to you about in-the winter. There are 
some simple directions to be foliowed which 
I think you will find with the cooker if you 
decide on buying one. Prices vary from 
42s. 6d. to 70s. im

POPULAR WEDDING DAYS 
HE call of spring is in the air; the 
T song of the birds, the fragrance of 
the early blossoms, the murmur of the 
warm west wind, the glint of April sun- 
shine on golden gorse and daffodil, awaken 
the spirit of romance, which casts:a glamour 
over days to come for the bride to be. 
The quaint old adage which favours April 
as a lucky month for weddings has a signifi- 
cance al] its own: 


“Marry in April when you can; 
Joy for maiden and for man.” 


It is said that the popularity of April as 
a month for marriages ig dne in part to the 
superstitions which surround May. 

Even as far back as the days of Ovid we 
hear the: poet speak of the month as “' the 
evil month of May’’; while in parts. of 
Scotland it is still known as the ‘‘ dismal” 
month. 

These facts perhaps account for the time- 
honoured couplet : 

‘Marry in the-month of May, 
You will surely rue the day.” 

Another reason for the popularity of April 
weddings is traced to the fact that in days 


gone by -the Church strictly forbade any 
weddings during the season of Lent. 

Indeed, it was even said that in pre- 
Reformation times there were only thirty-two 
weeks out of the fifty-two in every year 
when it was possible for a maiden to marry 
with a clear conscience and a mind freed 
from: superstition. 

The influence of the Church on the day 
of the week chosen for a wedding is also 
of interest, Sunday, which in Elizabethan 
times was the most popular of all days for a 
marriage ceremony, is no longer considered 
suitable, since the day is primarily one of 
worship. Even as far back as the year 1644 
this curious old entry concerning marriages 
is found in the Directory for Public Wor- 
ship—‘' We advise it be not on the Lord’s 

ay.” 

So from the six remaining Gays the bride- 
elect must make her choice, and in this 
at least superstitions of the past seldom 
trouble her. and the old-time rhyme is 
waived aside. : 

‘Monday «for wealth, 
Tuesday for health, 

Wednesday the best day of all;

Since fashion decreed that those who 
would wear modern toilettes with distinction 
must, be slender, fashionable women inclined 
to stoutness have had a strenuous time.

So said Mr. G. K. Chesterton, in the course 
of a lecture on ‘‘ Pagan and Modern Rome ” 

iven before a very large audience in the 
‘heatre Royal, Dublin, yesterday, 

The position in modern Rome, he declared, 
is one which many people are liable to exag- 
gerate in both directions. Almost ail 
journalism and literature are affected 
something for which I know no exact word, 
something I might call the ‘‘millenial’’ frame 
of mind. Mr. H. G. Wells is generally occu- 
pied in writing long books to show that all 
the normal traditions of mankind—patriotism 
and military loyalty—are all disastrous mis- 
takes, and incidentally that the Great War 
was entirely futile, but that, in the coarse 
words of a comic song, ‘‘ Now we shan’t be 
Jong.' He was in exactly the same frame of 
mind before the war, and then he said it was 
to"be a war that would end war, and there 
would be Utopia. Wells then said that 
Utopia would come directly after the war, 


MODERN MENTALITY. 

There are a great many people typical of 
him who go up and down the streets of cities 
giving you little pamphlets saying that 
thousands now living will never die, and giv- 
ing the exact date of the end of the world— 
it escapes me at the moments perliaps it 
would be as well to ascertain it! They are all 
in that frame of mind in which they 
think this particular passage + of 
time, this particular spring weather— 
if it is spring weather—this particular 
Sunday—this particular moment of time is in 
some mystical way of its own different from 
all moments past, not to be regarded objec- 
tively as a mixed and muddled section of 
human experience, but as just on the edge 
of something tremendous, 

Everybody is prone to look on affairs like 
the present political position in Rome as if 
they were quite certain it was liable to turn 
at any moment into something cosmic and 
overwhelming. They say that Mussolini will 
make a war between the Fascists and the 
Bolsheviks, and that it will be a world war. 

I believe that someone said that to 
Mussolini, and he had*the sense to say that 
it was nonsense. He said there will not be a 
war between Fascists and Bolsheviks. because 
Fascism is a purely Italian thing; that there 
will not be a war with Bolshevism, because 
Bolshevism is dead—~and he was quite right. 
Then people will tell you that it is the open- 
ing of a great Armageddon, very close to the 
Day of Judgment, and whichever of the two 
wins will be right. 


PREVIOUS MUSSOLINIS. 

I do not take so simple a view, and would 
suggest that whatever else we do about the 
problem of Rome, that we should have a sense 
of proportion and remember that these are 
simply incidents of human history, like in- 
cidents of the same kind that have oceurred 
before. 

There have been a vast number of Musso- 
linis in Italian history ; the tradition of street 
fighting, of cities turning out under arms to 
fight each other, is a very ancient one in the 
Italian peninsular. The idea of a demagogue 
or dictator riding the storm and making 
sweeping changes and reforms is recurrent in 
Italian history—as with Cesar and Rienzi. 

It is not necessary to take sides and say 
Mussolini is absolutely right or absolutely 
wrong. It is not necessary to fake that view 
about Mussolini, any more than about Rienzi. 
If you look back upon the historical career 
of Rienzi, up to a certain point he was 
absolutely right, and, after that, he was very 
wrong: Indeed, I would not be very much 
surprised if the same thing were true about 
the Italian gentleman of whom I have spoken. 


A NATURAL REACTION. 

Let us remember that what is passing 
before our eves is a mixed and troubled 
chapter oí human history, not some kind of 
Day of Judgment, upon which we must 
choose our side, as 11 we were choosing 
between the armies of angels or devils. 

What is happening in Italy has been a 
violent and, | think, a very natural reaction 
against certain parliamentary and diplomat 
conditions from which all nations have 
suffered; a fear that some of the professional 
politicians might take advantage of gross 
social injustice’ to raise a tumult oí 
Bolshevism. 

In Italy people have seen that danger and 
acted upon it. 1 would agree with them in 
some respects and disagree in others. I do 
not believe that Mussolini is engaged in a war 
that will end war, any more than he is en- 
gaged in a government that will end Govern- 
ments. These Apocalyptic phrases are inap- 
plicable to real affairs of life, and Mussolini— 
whatever else he may or may not be—is real. 


PAPACY UNCHANGING. 

This last revolution seems to have 
more good than harm, but nobody in our 
country need divide passionately upon these 
points. It is just possible that even in your 
own country you may find points upon which 
to divide. 1 think the eternal, fundamental 
thing about Rome for the last two thousand 
years has been the Pope, the centre of the 
Catholic Church, and if the new move. 
ment in Italy, or any other movement, at 
tempts to revive the mere paganism of the 
worship of power, then I shall be very 
certain that—possibly for the first time—the 
that movement is making a fool

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ULSTER MOTOR ROAD 
RACE. 
‘eenstilliadinicaeiihentsl 
250,000 VISITORS EXPECTED. 

Wide interest is being taken in the Ulster 
Motor Road Race, which will be held on the 
triangular Newtownards-Comber-Dundonald 
course, near Belfast, on the 18th August. 
The race is being promoted by the Royal 
Automobile Clnb, London, in co-operation 
with the Ulster Automobile Club. Almost 
sixty entries have already been received, and 
seven different nations will be represented in 
the .contest. 

It is anticipated that about 250,000 persons 
will witness’ the race, and elaborate arrange- 
ments are being made to cope with a very 
large influx of visitors. Hotels in Belfast 
and the vicinity are daily receiving requests 
for rooms from all parts of Great Britain, 
and there is a proposal to bring liners to Bel- 
fast Lough, and use them for sleeping accom- 
modation. Thousands of visitors will come 
for one day only, but it is expected that the 
great majority will spend the week-end in 
3elfast. 

Arrangements are being made also for 
parking visitors’ cars in the vicinity of the 
course. <A grand stand is to be erected on an 
elevated position near Dundonald to accom- 
mdate over 5,000 people. 

Sixty cars racing for three or four hours 
on a twelve mile circuit shovld provide a 
thrilling spectacle, but if any more entries 
are received there is a danger: of the road 
becoming too crowded, and the race degenerat- 
ing into a procession. In order to avoid 
such a possifnlity, it is now being suggested 
that two races should be held—one for cars 
with engines of 2,000 c.c. capacity, and 
another for cars of unlimited capacity.

I, therefore, read with 
much interest Dr. Long's letter mm your issue 
of April 12th. Dr. Long knows that in 
medical science there is no : still, no 
irreversible dogmas. What is held to be true 
to-day may be held to be an error to-morrow. 
This is the condition upon which the bie ay 
of medical and oe other science nds, 
including religi y 
a7 far as rong nce allows me to express 
an opinion, think that the majority of 
medical men are inclined to accept the 
Darwinian theory of the origin of the human 
race. It accords with the observed fact that 
evolution and development are everywhere the 
Jaw of nature. I put this argument to Dr. 
Long: he knows the lowly origin—lowly 
according to the relativity of our ideas—of 
every individual human being. He knows 
the wonderful development which takes place 
from conception to fully-developed manhood. 
What objection, then, can anyone knowing 
this fact have to the theory that the human 
race has had a similar development! It 
can only be a question of the ‘evidence for 
the fact of such development. 

Here is another question for Dr. Long. 
Suppose that he had discovered the cause of 
cancer, and how it could be cured or pre- 
vented, would he be justified in keeping 
such knowledge to himself? Could he stana 
by and see thousands of yp sme slowly dying 
in agony, while he could restore them to 
health and ig: map Could he say: “ Let 
them find out the secret for themselves, even 
though it takes them two thousand years to 


do so?” 

All our human reasoning is based on 
assumptions, to start with. Oftentimes our 
perfectly logical reasoning from those assump- 
tions, or principles, leads us to conclusions 
which are inconsistent with observed facts. 
We must then go back and submit our 
original assumption to a more critical 
examination. The scientifically trained mind 
has no hesitation in doing this; but where 
interest and emotion are factors in forming 
our conclusion, the re-examination of our 
principles is often a difficult and painful 
process—too difficult and painful for those 
who have not learned to regard truth ana 
fact as the most valuable treasure that man 
can seek. 

lí the religiously and the emotionally and 
the self-interestedly controlled minds will not 
re-examine their assumptions or , major 
premisses, they cannot to-day prevent the 
scientifically trained mind from doing so. 
Hence arise the frequent conflicts between 
religion and science, in which science is 
almost imvariably victorious. When the 
former were highly organised and powerful, 
they had a short method with men of inde- 
pendent thought like Dr. Barnes—they burnt 
them at the stake. In these degenerate days 
they have to go to the trouble of meeting 
their arguments with more forcible ones—a 
task which is often too much for them. 

The new theology; then, is only theology 
based upon modern scientific principles, as 
distinguished from the old theology, which 
was based upon assumptions which were not 
allowed to be questioned, The issue of the 
conflict between the two is a foregone con- 
clusion. As an illustrious Irish confrére of 
Dr. Long has eloquently expressed it, it is 
“a limitless fighting ground, which. since 
the days of Heraclitus, has been paved with 
the bleached bones of dead theories, the 
tombstones of the misguided votaries of a 
motionless faith, the breken weapons once 
used alike against the dogmatist and the 
sceptic. —Yours, etc.,

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—In Mr. Magill’s reply to my letter 
about Christian Science he says that from the 
Lambeth Conference report, which I quoted, 
“the impression is conveyed that the tenets 
of Christian Science are-in conflict with the 
Christian faith.” That is the impression I 
intended to convey. Mr. Magill has so far 
rightly understood the purport of my letter. 
The quotations Mr. Magill gives from the 
Christian Science text book are, in themselves, 
sufficient to demonstrate the fundamental 
antagonism between Christian Science and the 
Christian faith, Mr Magill does not deny 
the antagonism, and his quotations confirm it. 

The Lambeth Conference report says: “It 
is true that Christian Scientists are provided 
with a book which defines the contents of their 
beliefs; but here again it is difficult to be 
sure that we appreciate correctly their use of 
the terms employed; for instance, are we 
meaning the same thing, or anything like the 
same thing, when we discuss the terms 
‘reality.’ ‘error,’ ‘ material,’ ‘spirit’ or ' the 
Christ?” Christian Scientists use the ter- 
minology of the Christian faith quite freely, 
but they often give these terms a meaning 
different from the meaning Christians give to 
them. This method of propaganda of itself 
shows the antagonism between Christian 
Science and the Christian faith. May I give 
an illustration of the antagonism that can 
exist even where the terms used are precisely 
the same’ It is recorded in Miss Mayo s 
“ Mother India '” that a Brahman Assembly- 
man protested against any alteration in Hindu 
marriage law by asking what right Govern- 
ment had “to interfere with this ancient, 
noble tradition of ours regarding the sanctity 
of wedlock.’’ To maintain the sanctity of 
marriage is the first object of the Mothers’ 
Union. Here the. terms used are alike, bat 
the antagonism between the Hindu system 
of child marriage and the Christian ideal of 
marriage is a fundamental antagonism. Simi- 
larly, though Christian Scientists may use 
Christian terminology, the antagonism be- 
tween their tenets and those of the Christian 
faith is a fundamental antagonism. 

I make one other comment on Mr. Magill’s 
letter. He says: “It will be seen that the 
foregoing provide simple and understandable 
answers to the points referred to by your 
correspondent.’ This is a case where the 
eye sees what it brings with it the power 
of seeing. The tenets of Christian Science 
provide neither simple nor understandable al 
ternatives to such Christian doctrines as the 
Transcendence of God, the Incarnation, the 
Person of Christ and the Atonement. The 
contents of the beliefs of Christian Scientists 
and the contents of the beliefs of Christians 
are fundamentally antagonistic. That is the 
point I wish to make clear.—Yours, etc.,

Mr. Ervine writes:—“The Portadown 
Festival was, I thought, a very fine one, the 
guality of the work done by the competitors 
being remarkably good. The majority of 
them were rather younger in than the 
majority of the competitors at other festivais 
at which I have adjudicated, and this fact 
flis me with high hopes for the future. I 
realise that the verses ‘which I chose for 
1est-pieces made considerable demands upon 
the competitors, especially Mr. Padraic 
Colum’s ‘Cradle Song,’ and Mr. Joseph 
Campbell's lovely lyric, ‘ The Old Woman, 
but [ have always ieved that it is better 
to demand the best in the competitors rather 
than make concessions to their weakness; and 
the very fine work done in. the Portadown 
Festival seems to me to justify my belief. 

“If these youngsters can do so well when 
their years forbid them to be experienced, 
what will they do when they have gained 
more understanding of life and ple and 
poetry’ I was particularly struck with the 
feeling and personality exprested in the work 
done by competitors from country public 
elementary schools. The two boys and the 
cirl to whom I gave first prizes seemed to 
ine to have very notable abilities. They had 
more than technical skill and accomplish- 
ment: they had more, too, than intelligent 
understanding of the words they were saying; 
they had that singular sense of the poet's 
imagination which he is not always able to 
put mto words. 
HIGH PRAISE. 

“That, I realise, 18 bigh praise, and it 
may seem to you that I am rating the 
abilities of these youngsters too high, attri- 
buting to them perceptions’ which they 
cannot, because of their age, possess; but | 
am putting down the impression which each 
of them made on me, and the impression | 
still retain is that these young verse-speakeis 
were Superior to mere technique, and ‘were, 
perhaps, not far imoved from being poets 
themselves. 

“Iam very anxious that teachers should 
not impose tricks upon their pupils, but 
neither must they leave the child’s imagina- 
tion undirected; and the good teacher, to my 
mind, is the one who draws out what is in 
the pupil’s mind and then, by sympathetic 
discussion, corrects what is wrong in it. 
Generally speaking, that seems to have been 
done by the teachers of the verse-speakers at 
the Portadown Festival, especially by the 
teachers of the pupils from the public 
elementary schools, to whose devotion and 
skill I must pay high tribute. The main 
fault that I found in the competitors was an 
addiction to irrelevant and meaningless 


resture 
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GESTURE. 

“I am not suggesting that there must not 
be any gesture; for I know of nothing so 
unimpressive as the verse-speaker who stands 
on the stage, his hands stiffly pressed to 
his side as if he were a soldier standing to 
attention, and delivers his lines as if he 
were delivering a writ to a person in whom 
he took no interest. But the gesture must 
have some meaning. It must not be merely; 
because the verse-cpeaker does not know what 
fó do with his hands, nor must it be made 
when the verse supplies its own gestur. 
The finest vewne-agiadictian is that in which the 
speaker causes the auditor to see the gesture 
in his imagination. To me, it is ruinous of 
all imaginative effect when a speaker, utter- 
my a line about plucky flowers, bends down 
and culls an imaginary daisy from the plat- 
form. An immense amount of gesture is lke 
unnecessary emphasis: it calls attention to 
the obvious and annoys those who see it, by 
making them feel that their intelligence 1s 

under-estimated.

A PRINCELY GIFT. 


PLACE FOR HEALTHFUL 
RECREATION. 


Sir John Lumsden; introducing Lord and 
Lady Iveagh, who had come over specially to 
open the ground, the gift of the late Earl of 
Iveagh, and formally to hand it over to the 
trustees for the benefit of the employés of 
Guinness’s Brewery, said that he would have 
preferred someone more senior and represen- 
tative to occupy his ‘position; but it was in 
virtue of his connection as the President of 
the St. James’s Gate Athletic Union that he 
had been asked to represent the union and the 
entire brewery community on that occasion — 
an event which inaugurated, he believed, a 
new epoch in the social life of the great 
brewery that they all had the honour to serve. 
(Applause.) His first duty—a very pleasant 
one—was very cordially to welcome Lord and 
Lady Iveagh, and to say what a gréat satis- 
faction it gave them all having Lord and 
Lady Iveagh with them that day.

A BUSY TERM EXPECTED. 


The Law Courts in Dublin Castle will 
opén to-day, after the Easter vacation, 
when what is expected to be a very busy term 
will commence, The High Court judges will 
be particularly busy dealing with non-jury 
and Nisi:Prius cases, and there is a very 
large number of appeals from the Circuit 
judges. Indeed, the large accumulation of 
arrears of Circuit gas has been causin 
complaints for months past among the lega 

rofession, and it is underst that the 
Ministry for Justice is at present considering 
the best method of tort off these arrears 
and devising a system of hearing appeals 
which will prevent the accumulation of cases 
in the future. ¥ 

In the Dublin Circuit Court a similar pest- 
tion has arisen, and lawyers in both branches 
of the profession are demanding the appoint. 
ment of an additional Circuit judge in order 
to cope with the arrears of cases, both civil 
and criminal. To-morrow Judge Cahir 
Davitt, who is the sole Cireuit Judge for 
Dublin City and County, will sit in Green 
street Courthouse to dispose of criminal 
charges. It is expected that the list will 
oceupy at least a couple of weeks. Mr. B. 
Roche, K.C., who until recently had been 
acting as Assistant Citcuit J in the 
Dublin area, is row precluded from func- 
tioning further in the district, and. will sit 
next week in the County Cavan to deal with 
arrears of Circuit cases in that county. While

‘ESTERDAY was the eighty-eighth 
anniversary of the death of Thomas 


‘Drammond ; he died on the 15th. April, 


1840. I fear that most people will ask, 


“Who was Thomas Drummond?” for he 


was not of those who make a big noise in 
the world, and his public life—it was 
limited to a very few years—was too short 
to enable him to accomplish much. . A 
statue in the Dublin City Hall and a 


tomb in Mount Jerome do not help, as, 


beyond his name, nothing is recorded om} 


either. 

Yet he deserves to be remembered. 
Peel resigned in 1835 alter his defeat in 
the House of Commons on the Trish Tithes 
question. Melbourne thereupon formed 
his second Administration, the Earl of 


«Mulgrave becoming Lord Lieutenant of 


Treland and Lord M orpeth Chief 
Secretary. 
chief officials of the Irish Executive was 
to risk one’s political reputation, if not 
something more. That particular period 
Was one of extreme tension in Irish 
alfairs, and it might well be concluded 
that only an experienced diplomatist 
would be selected for any important post. 
That of Under-Secretary for Ireland was 
a vitally important one just then. 


A CURIOUS CHOICE. 


Choice fell on Thomas Drummond, and, 
if we enquire what training he had to 
suit him for, the position, we shall find it 
hard to understand the selection. He 
was an officer in the Royal Engineers, 
forty-two years of age, and a Scotsman. 
He had been engaged on the Trigono- 
metrical Survey of Ireland, had busied 
himself in procuring statistical informa- 
tion for Lord Grey’s Reform Bill, and had 
invented a lighthouse lamp, Which became 


«known by his name. 


These were the qualifications of the tian 
Who, for five stormy years, struggled wit): 
Irish politics. The struggle created for 
him a political reputation of which he was 
previously devoid, but it cost- him his hfe. 
lá is generally agreed that he died from 
over-work. He never spared himself, and 
did not hesitate, when going to bed at 
éleven at night, to obey a summons from 
the Viceregal Lodge, which detained him 
till a quarter to one—an experience not 
by any means unusual to him. 

“It is not the purpose of this sketch to 
récall the strife of tongues and pens that 
made his term of office the fiery ordeal 
that it was to his sensitive nature. One 
thing may be noted ; he was the author of 
the famous dictum that “ property has its 
duties as well as its rights —an aphorism 
for which he was soundly rated by The 
Times, and contemptuously referred to as 
a Jack-in-office. ©The. pleasanter picture 
is his home life in the Ledge in the 
Phenix Park, which, by the way, has 
recently been the tempora:t~ abode of the 
United States Minister to the Irish Free 
State. 


HIS GIFTED WIFE. 


Drummond loved the place, and shortly 
after his appointment he brought to it 
his bride, Miss Kinnaird, the ward ol 
“Conversation” Sharp. The marriage 
was ideally happy, and no more. suitable 
life companion than the wife, who from 
the first was deeply interested in 
her husband's work, could be found. 
Personally attractive and gifted with a 
fine intelligence, she made an admirable 


_,helpmate for the often sorely harassed 


Under-Secretary. The cares of office 
rarely crossed the threshold of his home, 
been happily said, the 
murmurs of political’ strife that raged 
round the Castle were unheard in the 
quiet of the Phenix Park. To husband 
and wile the Lodge was a haven of rest 
and peace, and they delighted in the 
seclusion which its little demesne of 
forty-two acres gave them. 

A getter written by a lady member of 
the household, after detailing the rooms, 
and their arrangement, describes the place 
as being “ beautifully retired, not a house 
visible from any part of it, but not in the 
remotest degree dull.’’ The writer goes on 
to tell of a bal! at the Chief Secretary's 
Lodge, and of the pride Drummond felt 
in the homage paid ‘to his young wife. 
She concludes with an account of her 
dress, which for my female readers I shall 
in part copy:—‘‘ White satin, trimmed 
with blond lace, her hair dressed in the 
Grecian style, with some very pretty orna- 
ments of beads, intertwined with green 
and silver leaves.” 


A HARD WORKER. 


The vear 1838 saw Drummond busy on 
the Railway Commission, and getting sea 
air for his wife and little daughter by 
vesidence at Kingstown during June and 
July. He went to town every morning by 
the new railroad at a quarter to nine, not 
returning till near his dinner hour, a 
quarter to eight in the evening. The most 
that his wife hoped for, in the way of 
recreation together, was to take him for 
a late walk on the Pier. Drummond's 
sight was causing worry, and his general 
health was beginning to show signs that 
the strain was telling. ‘“ Thin and look- 
ing old for his years ” was the description 
of him given to his mother in one of the 
letters written by his wile. He was difh- 
cult to manage when it came to taking 
eare of himself, and it was only under 
pressure that he consented to take a short 
Continental holiday. It failed to work 
any improvement, and he had to promise 
his mother that if, on his return -to 
Dublin, he found the office too severe a 
tax on his strength, lie would resign. 

As it happened, he came back to meet 
a concentrated attack on the Government. 
and Drummond was not the man to stand 
out in such an emergency. Casting aside 
every persona] consideration, he entererl 
into the contest with an energy that would 
have tried a more robust constitution than 
his. Not till the beginning of 1840 did 
the assault slacken off, and by that time, 
though he made light of it, his health 
was giving grave anxiety. to his family 
and friends. Yielding fo their urgent 
solicitations, he went to Cheltenham for 
some ten or twelve days, but the mischief: 
had been done, and the trip availed him 
nothing. As his biographer records, “ he 
always looked pallid and care-worn now.” 
His figure had grown very thin, and his 
step was listless. 

On Friday, April 10th, Drummond was 
at his office as usual, and was a —— 
entertainer of friends at dinner tha 
evening. On the following day he worked 
for nine hours. On Sunday, the 12th, he 
admitted to his wife that be was-feeling 
seriously ill, and the doctors conside 
his condition serious. In spite of the best 
medica] skill he grew worse, and on Tues- 
day night was sinking. He asked to see 
his children, but on the doctor’s advising 
against it, he replied. “ Very well.

Dr. Lane Joynt, Pioneer. 


The late Dr. Richard Lane .Joynt, 
beside being a pioneer in X-ray research, 
was the first, or almost the first, motorist 
in Dublin. I am told that he drove to 
Baldoyle races in days when a motor icar 
was a prodigy. The machine broke down, 
and jarveys on the multitudinous side-cars 
laughed at his plight.

Tattooed Cattle. 


Every motor vehicle has its registration 
number. Are we coming to the time when 
‘very cow will have her number, too? In 
the Indian Government report for 1926-27 
it is mentioned that in the Karnal dis- 
trict the experiment has been tried of 
tattooing numbers on the ears of cattle. 
This has been done on account of the 
prevalence of cattle theft and in order 
to facilitate identification. ‘‘ The system 
proved popular with the public, and as a 
result the scheme has been evolved by 
which an individual number can be given 
to every animal in Northern India.”’ 


7.C.D. War Memorial. 


The graduates’ war memorial in Trinity 
College, Dublin, is rapidly approaching 
completion. It is a handsome Hall of 
Honour, erected on the site where the statue 
of Lecky used to stand. lLecky has been 
moved some yards, and now is placed 
between the Campanile and the Library. 
Why Lecky was called ‘‘ Aunt Jane’’ I do 
not know, but somehow the nickname 
seems appropriate. The expression of his 
countenance is more suggestive of 
benevolence than of strength. As a 
historian his principal merit always 
seemed to me to be his absolute truthful- 
ness. His style, while lucid, is rarelv 
vigorous, but he still ranks as the greatest 
historian that Ireland has produced. 

Regarding the war memorial, the 
original intention, that, in addition to the 
Hal] of Honour, there should be a new 
reading room, has hed to be given up 
owing to the Jack of sufficient funds. How- 
ever, those who use the Library will be 
glad to learn that the present lack of 
lavatory accommodation will be ‘supplied, 
which will be found a great benefit.

The non-stop run hitherto has been 
to Newcastle only, as this was considered 
the limit beyond which a one-engine crew 
could not safely travel. The London- 
Edinburgh run is now possible by the 
building through the tender of a corridor 
which affords access: to the leading coach, 
and thus permits of a change of engine 
crew en route, 

To-day at King’s Cross I was shown 
over the first of the new experimental 
tenders, writes a correspondent. The new 
arrangement will not lead at once to a 
reduction of the “ throughout ” time for 
the journey, but it might contribute to 
such reduction subsequently agreed upon. 
The chief advantage of the non-stop run— 
the longest in the world—will be freedom 
from interruption on the journey. It is

Food and Drink in Clubs. 


I had an opportunity the other day of 
seeing the annual accounts of two well- 
known clubs, one confined to women, and 
the other to professional men of a semi- 
Bohemian sort. In the case of the men, 
the amount spent on food and on drink 
was almost equal; the women ate six 
times as much as they drank. The sur- 
prising thing to me was that the women’s 
drink items included a considerable sum 
for spirits, but it was explained that that 
was almost entirely due to cocktails. 

The consumption of beer, as might have 
been expected, was almost negligible, and 
the amount of wine small. These facts, of 
course, explain why most women’s clubs 
have difficulties in making ends meet. 
They avoid the most profitable part of the 
business from the committee's point of 
view. 


French Fishermen at Schuil, 


A Schull correspondent sends me an 
interesting account of the animated scene 
presented by the local harbour at the 
present time. In all some twenty French 
fishing smacks have made the pretty and 
well-sheltered harbour’ of Schull their 
headquarters during the spring mackerel 
season. They come every year from 
Brittany and Normandy, in the South of 
France, and fish off the Fastnet, and gener- 
ally along the south and west coast of 
Cork. This year they are convoyed by the 
French Government sloop, the Sentinelle. 
These French visitors are quite large 
steamships, each carrying a crew of thirty- 
four, and are built and equipped to stand 
the severest weather. My correspondent 
tells me that when the ships of the fishing 
fleet are lit up by electricity at night the 
harbour presents a charming picture. He 
asks, however, what is wrong with our 
Irish fishermen and with the Free State 
Department of Fisheries that some six 
hundred Frenchmen can come along and 
find remunerative employment on the Irish 
coast, whilst not a local boat or fisherman 
has caught a single mackerel this season.

Court Judge of West Cork, and grandson of 
the Right Hon. D. R. Pigot, Chief Baron of 
the Exchequer in Ireland. He was a nephew 
of Mr. John E, Pigot. In the Senate elec- 
tions in 1925 Judge Pigot was nominated a 
candidate, but was unsuccessful. He had 
had an opportunity of making himself 
acquainted with labour problems of the day 
in the course of his four years’ tenure of the 
office of Chairman of two Irish Trade Boards. 
He was one of the founders of the Irish 
Forestry Society. He had never taken an 
active part in politics on any side. As a 
lawyer Judge Pigot established a high reputa- 
tion, and during the period of his County 
Court Judgeship he won for himself the 
admiration and respect of the Bar and 
solicitors alike. 


MR. JOHN 5. M‘ARDLE, 


We regret to announce tlie death of 
Surgeon J. S. McArdle, which occurred at 
his Dublin residence, 72 Merrion square, last 
Saturday afternoon. He had been in bad 
health for over a year, and while, in the be- 
ginning, it was hoped that his great vitality 
would pull him through, it was navi to his 
friends for the past few months that hjs case 
was hopeless. 

Surgeon..McArdle was descended from an 
old family, long connected with the town of 
Dundalk, where he was born in 1859. He re- 
ceived his early education at St. Marys 
College, Dundalk, and later commenced the 
study of medicine and surgery at University 
College, Dublin, better known then as the 
Catholic University. Having proved himself 
a brilliant student, he received his first ap- 
pointment as house surgeon of St. Vincent's 
Hospital in 1880, at the early age of twenty- 
one. He was then a demonstrator of 
anatomy at the Cecilia street Medical School. 
He held the position or staff surgeon at St. 
Vincent’s since 1881, and in 1900 
was appointed professor of surgery in the 
Cecilia street institution. As a successful 
operator his fame was known throughout Ire- 
land, and in cases of appendicitis especially he 
had few equals 

Surgeon McArdle enjoyed an extremely 
large practice, but he still found time to 
devote to authorship in connection with his 
profession. In 1888 he published two im- 
portant works—one on the surgery of the 
abdomen and the other on hydrocele and 
its treatment. In the following year he 
brought out a work, ‘‘ Diseases of Joints,”’ 
and in 1900 the first edition of his well-known 
“ Clinical and Operative Surgery ” appeare'l 
The second edition, published five years later, 
is still a standard work. These, together 
with two other volumes on surgery, constitute 
a considerable output for a surgeon so con- 
tinuously engaged in the practice of his 
profession. All his life he was connected 
with St. Vincent’s Hospital, to which he 
attracted large numbers of students; for as 
a lecturer he was very successful in impart- 
img knowledge in an attractive manner, free 
from pedantry. 

In farming pursuits he was much interested, 
and shooting was his favourite form of recrea- 
tion. Besides his work at St. Vincent's 
Hospital, he acted as consulting surgeon to 
that benevolent institution, the Children’s 
Hospital, Temple street. He also filled a 
similar post in connection with the 
Maternity Hospital, Holles street. Surgeon 
McArdle was twice married, By his first 
marriage there was issue two sons and two 
daughters He married a second time a 
danghter of the late Mr. Michael Nugent, 
proprietor of the Dolphin Hotel. 

He had a country residence at Ballytrague, 
Co. Wicklow, where” he entertained many 
friends, but his professional business com- 
pelled him to spend most of his time in 
Dublin, and there were few more widely 
known or more popular men in the city. His 
company was always in demand at social 
entertainments, and as an after-dinner speaker 
he was particularly happy. In _ political 
matters Surgeon McArdle took little part, but 
any scheme for the welfare of the city or for 
any charitable undertaking found in him a 
warm supporter. 

He was a keen patron of racing, and was 
well known on most of the racecourses around 


Dublin. 


SIR ALFRED YEO. 


After an illness of several “weeks” duration, 
Sir Alfred Yeo, ex-M.P. for the Poplar Divi- 
sion, died at Westcliff-on-Sea on Saturday. 
He had been in a semi-conscious condition 
for the last three days, and was unconscious 
when the end came. The cause of death 
was hemorrhage following a stroke, Of a 
Devonshire family, Sir Alfred Yeo started 
work, when barely in his ’teeris, at an iron 
foundry, but for over thirty years has been 
in business in the music trade. For twenty- 
five years he was a member of the Poplar 
Vestry, the Board of Works, and the 
Borough Council, of the latter of which he 
was Chairman for six years. He was Mayor 
of Poplar for the year 1903-4. From 1914 to 
1922 he represented Poplar in the Liberal 
interests in the House of Commons, and 
gained some prominence during the war by 
securing the promotion of a bill in Parliament 
to prevent increase of rents during the war 
and six months after; and also regulations 
for tribunals dealing with one-man businesses, 
He was created a Knight in 1918 for his 
public services, 


MADAME MEDORA HENSON. 


The death occurred last Saturday, at her 
flat in Bedford Court Mansions, London, of 
Mrs. Waddington Cooke, aged 67, who, as 
Madame Medora Henson, attained consider- 
able fame nearly forty years ago as pruna 
donna at the English Opera House (now the 
Palace Theatre), and afterwards as leading 
soprano at the various London and provincial 
festivals. Last Christmas Mrs. Cooke. feil 
heavily on her left shoulder, dislocating it, 
and complications supervened. 

lhe daughter of Dr. Henson, an eminent 
American divine, she went to England in her 
early years, and made that country her home. 
When the late Mx, D’Oyly Carte endeavoured 
to create English opera and built the English 
opera house for the purpose, Sullivan's 
‘‘ Ivanhoe ” was the first production, and 
in this Margaret MacIntyre created the part 
of Rebecca and Esther Palliser that of the 
Lady Rowena, The opera ran for six months, 
and during the last three Madame Henson 
alternated the part of Lady Rowena with 
Miss Palliser. As is well known, however, 
the English opera scheme came to an un. 
timely’ end, and Madame Henson became: one 
of the leading oratorio sopranos. In this 
capacity she was engaged by the Royal Choral 
Society and the Bach festival, as well as- 
at all the famous provincial choral festivals. 
At Leeds she created the soprano part in 
Sir Edward Elgar's “ Caractacus.” Of late 
years she ceased to a in public, and 
turned her attention to teaching.

AN IRISH OFFICER'S 
HISTORY. 


———— 
(SPECIALLY REVIEWED.)- 


F OR Irish people tue two handsome 
volumes of text (supplemented by a 
slighter, but not less splendid, volume of 
maps), in which the story of the Cold- 
stream Guards in the Great War is 
related, have an interest beyond that of 
their subject. 

They were written ir Ireland by an 
Irishman whose name once was familiar 
in the knowledge of the Irish public—the 
late Sir John Ross of Bladensburg. 
(“The Coldstream Guards, 1914-18.” By 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir John Koss of 
Bladensburg, K.C.B., K.C.V.0. Oxford 
University Press. Price 63/-.). 

Sir John Ross of Bladensburg died at 
his beautiful home at Rostrevor, County 
Down, almost two years ago. Shortly 
before his death, having completed his 
history, he penned a preface to it. The 
last words that he wrote were those of an 
additional paragraph to the preface, stat- 
ing that his illness would prevent his 
reading and correcting the proofs, and that 
the “ last operations”’ of this publication 
would be undertaken by a committee. 
That paragraph is dated June, 1926. 


A GREAT WORK WELL DONE: 


For five years in the Royal Artillery 
after passing through Woolwich, Sir Joh 
Ross of Bladensburg transferred to the 
Coldstream Guards in 1873. In the course 
of his career he wrote numerous articles 
and some books, and among his publica- 
tions was a history of the Coldstream 
Guards from 1815 to 1885. Always zealous 
for the fame of his old regiment, the war 
of 1914-18 was not concluded when he set 
to work on the history now published. 
Necessarily, however, the greater part of 
the work was done after 1918—that is to 
say, after its author had passed his 
seventieth year. It was a great undertak- 
ing, and it has been fulfilled with an 
admirable thoroughness. <A portrait of the 
author is given as frontispiece to the first 
volume. 

A very wide view was taken by the 
author of the requirements of the case. 
In the result the history has become a 
history of the war in skeleton, a histor; 
of operations on the Western Front in 
fuller measure, and a history of the part 
taken by the battalions of the Coldstream 
Guards to ample detail. Moreover, in 
writing of the more general aspects of the 
war, the author took occasion to express 
personal opinions about the conduct of it, 
both by political leaders and military 
chiefs. These expressions gave some 
embarrassment to the committee which saw 
to the publication of the book. In the 
end, it was decided to print them as 
written, with a note suggesting that the 
author might have revised some of his 
comments if he had been able to read 
some of the later authorities on the 
subject. 


FROM MONS TO MONS. 


The fighting battalions of the Cold- 
stream Saad all were engaged on the 
Western Front during the whole period. 
Three battalions were included in the 
original Expeditionary Force, and shared 
in the glorious exploits of the Guards’ 
Brigade and the later Guards’ Division. 
They were in action on the 25rd August, 
1914, in the neighbourhood of Mons and 
Maubetge, and on the 1lth November, 
1918, they were in virtually the same posi- 
tion when the ‘‘ Cease Fire” order was 
given. What had taken place in between 
those dates is indicated by particulars 
given at the close of the book: the regi- 
ment’s new battle honours, the figures of 
casualties, and the list. of decorations 
awarded to its members. 

Here is the list of battle honours :— 
Micns, Retreat from Mons, Marne, 1911; 
Aisne, 1914; Ypres, 1914-1917; Lange- 
marck, 1914; Gheluvelt, Givenchy, 1914; 
Neuve Chapelle, Aubers, Festubert, 1915: 
Loos, Mount Sorrel, Somme, 1916-1918: 
Flers, Courcelette, Morval, Pilckem, 
Menin road, Poeleappelle, Passchendaele, 
Cambrai, 1917-1918 ; St. Quentin, 
Bapaume, 1918; Arras, 1918: Lys. Haze- 
brouck, Albert. 1918; Searpe, 1918; Dro- 
court-Quéant, Hindenburg Line, Canal du 
Nord, Selle, Sambre, France and Flanders, 
1914-18. 


THE CASUALTIES. 


The number of those who were killed in 
action or died of .wounds was 3,860; 
wounded, 9,508; and taken prisoners, 769 
—a total of 14.137 casualties. It is noted 
that half of the Coldstream officers who 
lost their lives in the defence of their 
country in the Great War were old 
Etonians. Two officers of the regiment, 
escaping sickness and wounds, served con- 
tinuously in the field from August, 1914, 
to the end of the war, and two or three 
other officers had very nearly a similar 
record. 

Decorations conferred on members of 
the regiment included seven Victoria 
Crosses, 46 D.S.0.’s, 143 Military - Crosses 
and 8 bars, 10 promotions for Distinguished 
Service in the Field, 520 Mentioned in 
Dispatches, 159 D.C.M.’s and 6 bars, and 
521 Military Medals and 22 bars. Com- 
missions obtained from the ranks num- 
bered 410. 

One of the most glorious passages in 
tue history occurred in the period of which 
all who lived through that time have been 
thinking lately—the period of the German 
onslaught just ten years ago. The Battle 


‘of the Lys began on the 7th April, 1918, 


when the Germans. began .a. bombardment 
as prelude to the attack launched two days 
later against the Portuguese in front of 
the Forest of Nieppe. The Allies’ line 
was broken, and among the troops sent in 
to stem the enemy’s advance were the 
Fourth Guards’ Brigade. Dublin and 
Munster Fusiliers also were deeply con- 
cerned in that fighting. 


A HIGH TRIBUTE. 


_ The Commander of the Fifteenth Corps, 
in forwarding to the Army Commander a 
narrative of the fighting, stated that “ the 
history of the British Army can record 
nothing finer than the story of the action 
of the Fourth Guards’ Brigade on the 
12th and 13th April, 1918.” The josses of 
the regiment on those two days amounted 
to a tota] of 483 all ranks. The Third 
Battalion was reduced to a remnant of 
about forty men. What was left of the 
Celdstream battalions was reorganised 
into two companied, and amalgamated 
with similar remnants of the Grenadiers 
into a composite Guards’ battalion. This 
was a fate shared with the ins and 
Munsiers, who similarly were combined 
lus an attentated unit. 

_ The heroism of the Guards at that 
juncture saved Hazebrouck from the 


enemy, a result on which immense issues. 


depended. Of the fighting on that occa- 
sion, aS on many others, a clear and 
stirring account is given. Sir John Ross 
of Biadensburg did his work well. when 
it was a matter of detailing the ‘exploits 
of the regiment. . He had at his disposal 
a great deal of excellent material, from 
the official War Diary of the regiment to 
private diaries and records kept by indi- 
vidual officers.

A good average of merit still evidently is 
maintained by t members of this old 
society ; for, though all available wall-spaces 
have been used, nothing is shown that was 
not worth its place, if only by way of en- 
couragement of the less skilful exhibitors.

CORK, Sunday. 

The utmost reticence was preserved by 
leaders of all shades of opinion in Cork 
regarding Mr. Henry Ford’s suggestion 
last week of the detrimental effect of Free 
State tariffs on possible extensions and im- 
provements at his firm’s branch works in 
Cork. 

In Government circles here it was felt 
that the matter was better left in the 
hands of the Free State Administration, 
who could, through one of their -repre- 
sentatives, re-assure Mr. Ford on those 
points regarding which he had been mis- 
informed. As stated in the Irish ‘Times 
Jast week, a resolution requesting that this 
course be adopted was passed by the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners. 

Despite Mr. Ford’s statement that h: 
would not visit Ireland, there is: a feeli: 
locally that he will include the Free Sta 
in his. European tour. Arrangements fo 
his reception at the Marina works were 


begun some time ago and have continued | 


uninterrupted. The entire works have 
been painted and renovated in preparation 
for the visit. 


FORD'S AND THE CITY. 


During the past twelve months or so the 
number of employés at Messrs. Ford's 
works here has not been as large as in 
former years, but the city has benefited 
from the works in many respects. This 
was confirmed by Sir Stanley Harrington, 
a prominent Cork business man, in the 
course of a conversation I had with him 
during the week. 

Since the factory was opened almost 
ten years ago, he told me, the firm has 
followed a policy of encouraging Irish in- 
dustries so far as practicable, and many 
firms in the Free State benefited largely 
as the result of that support. “ In view of 
the large amount of money expended by 
Mr. Ford in this country,” he continued, 
“it would be a thousand pities if Cork 
were not placed in a position to compete 
with other parts of the globe.’’ 

“The Irish people,” said Sir Stanley, 
“should have nothing but good-will to- 
wards Mr. Ford on account of his patriotic 
action, and I stil! believe that a continu- 
ance of his support in the direction of en- 
couraging Irish manufacture can be 
secured by the suggested interview with 
a representative of the Government.”’ 


IRISH INSURANCE.

That the coming tourist season in 
Ireland promises to be one of exceptional 
iosanitheie is the view of Mr. James 
Brown, Queenstown, who recently com- 
pleted an extensive tour in the United 
States of America. The main object of 
his visit was the promotion of interest 
in this country among Americans visiting 
Europe, and everywhere he went gratify- 
ing reports were received regarding the 
prospects of the Irish tourist season. 

One interesting feature is the increasing 
tendency on the part of American tourists 
to disembark at Queenstown with a view 
of beginning their European tour by visit- 
ing Ireland’s beauty spots.

Lloyd 
Company, said that the Bremen had made 
a safe intermediate landing, which seemed 
to indicate that she was prepared to 
resume her voyage when opportunity per- 
mitted, and that the landing was made 
necessaty by lack of petrol, due to storm 
aad fog, this afternoon. 


~ COMMANDER BYRD’S VIEW. 


A number of expeditions are now trying. 
to make their way to Greenly Island. 
According to Commander Richard Byrd, 
United States Navy, who knows the 
country well, there is no place in Nov? 
Scotia where a land aeroplane can be set 
down safely. Only a three-engined aero- 
plane on skis that corld reach St. John’s 


without a stop would have a reasonable | 


chance of flying from the United States 
to Greenly Island, and it is said that 
there is no such machine available. 
Experts like Commander Byrd, who 
know only too well the dangers of flying 
in the Far North, say that only the 
greatest skill and good fortune could have 
brought the Bremen down so happily; for 
landing on the frozen surface’ of the Strait« 
of Belle Isle, where the ice is full of 
hummocks, is a hazardous thing at best.

7 The landing was made about 5.30 yes- 
terday afternoon eastern standard time. 

- The aviators were enveloped in thick 
fog for some time before their descent, and 
lost their bearings. They were thus forced 
to land on the first available place, which 
was Greenly Island. 

Early this morning the aviators hoped 
that they would be able to repair their 
machine and continue to New York, but 
further inspection showed that it was 


‘more seriously damaged than they at first 
th 


ought. 

According to the latest message it is now 
believed that the aeroplane will not be 
sufficiently repaired to enable the crew to 
leave the island for a few days.

RELIEF AEROPLANES. 


AMERICAN PRESSMEN FLY 
TO GREENLY ISLAND. 


From Revirr’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Sunday. 

Ottawa is anxiously awaiting a further 
word from the Bremen aviators. Nothing 
more has been received either by wireless 
or land telegraph up to the time of 
cabling, though all Government stations, 
Wireless and telegraph, have been in- 
structed to report promptly. 

The Jand wires from Clark City, on the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence, to Blanc 
Sablon, adjacent to Greenly Island and to 
Point Amour, the nearest wireless station, 
are still out of commission. 

A message from Halifax says that the 
Government steamer, Montcalm, which 
was ordered to the relief of the Junkers 
plane, was at noon about seventy-five 
miles from the island, and probably will 
not reach there until to-morrow morning, 
as she is proceeding slowly through a field 
of close packed ice. The captain reports 
low visibility, indicating a small chance 
of the “plane flying out. 

Two relief ’planes have left Murray Bay 
—one at seven o clock yesterday evening, 
and one at ten this morning—for the 
island, carrying two newspaper men. and 
a cinema operator. . Another ‘plane set 
out for the island from Montreal to-day 
with United States pressmen and cinema 
men. 

LANDING PLANS, 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ST. JOHN’S (N.F.), Sunday. 

The authorities here have not yet been 
advised of the departure of the. German 
airmen from Greenly Island. Officials at 
Harbour Grace Acrodrome will to-morrow 
start preparations for a possible landing 
there.

FITTED WITH SKIS. 
QUEBEC, Saturday, 5.40 p.m. 

According to wireless messages recived 
here late this afternoon, the Bremen, 
although not seriously damaged. cannot 
take off for the last lap of the flight to 
New York until a new supply of suitable 
petrol is available. It was found that the 
supply of petrol from Point Amour was 
unsuitable, and attempts are now being 
made to send the necessary supplies from 
Quebec through two relief ’planes, which 
left here for Greenly Island to-day. 

The machines, in which are newspaper 
reporters and cinema operators, are fitted 
with skis for landing on ice. They are 
piloted by experienced airmen, and are 
expected to reach their destination to- 
morrow. 

WITHOUT MONEY.

With the arrival of funds, which were 
wired from New York by the Junkers Air 
Company, and forwarded by one of the 
relief ‘planes, which left for Greenly 
Island to-day, it became known that the 
Bremen crew had arrived without any 
money. 


MRS. FITZMAURICE TO 
GO TO NEW YORK, 


MAY SAIL ON SAME BOAT 
AS MRS. KOHL. 


Mrs. Fitzmaurice informed an [rish 
Times representative last night that she 
had decided to go to New York to meet 
her husband. ‘Mrs. Kohl is leaving 
Bremen to-morrow for New York. Mrs. 
Fitzmaurice will probably join her and 
trayel by the same boat.

“HIS GREAT AMBITION.” 

“Tt was the greatest ambition of his 
life to fly the Atlantic from East to West 
for the first time, and he would never 
have rested until he did it,” stated Mrs. 
Fitzmaurice to the Jrish Times, which 
was the first to. convey the good tidings 
of the safety of Commandant Fitzmaurice 
to her at 2 o'clock last Saturday morning. 

“ He said that he was going to do it, 
and he kept his word. It was a wonder- 
ful thing, and i am so very proud of him. 
I am so very happy. 

When told that it had been reported 
from .Greenly Island that the airmen pro- 
posed to make an attempt to get off the 
ice and to fly to New York, she exclaime?l : 
“It seems like testing Providence to go 
on; but I want him to go on, as I know 
that ‘Fitz’ has set his heart on flying 
to New York, and he will do it if he 
possibly can.” 

Mrs. Fitzmaurice was first approached 
by Herr Klose when the German airmen 
came to the decision to take Major Fitz- 
maurice with them, and asked if site 
had any objections to her husband going 
on the flight. _ At that time Major Fitz- 
maurice did. not know anything about 
the proposal. . His wile gave him the 
first hint that it was likely that his life's 
ambition would be realised. In reply 
to Herr Klose, she said: “ Not at all. It 
is what he had been waiting to do for ten 


A PREVIOUS PROJECT. 

In 1923, Mrs. Fitzmaurice said, her 
husband had got £11,000 towards the cost 
of a machine, but as he could not get 
the rest of the money necessary he had 
to give up the idea. 

“My husband even wanted to fit out 
the big Martinsyde bomber belonging to 
the Air Corps, instal extra petrol tanks, 
and fly to Newfoundland in it himself, but 
the Government refused to allow him to do 
Then. came the Princess Xenia last 
year and its unfortunate failure. My 
husband was very cut up about it.”

GREENLY ISLAND. 


A STRANGE COINCIDENCE: 
AIRMAN’S VIEW. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MONTREAL, Saturday. 

Mr. C. D. Caldwell, an aviator with four 
years’ experience of flying under winter 
conditions around Newfoundland and 
Labrador coasts, and who last year did 
fifty hours’ flying in the vicinity of 
Greenly Island, said, in an _ interview 
to-day, that under present conditions the 
only way to reach the island was by aero- 
plane, and with good landing conditions 
on the ice in the vicinity. 

During March last year he found only 
one ideal day for flying, otherwise the 
weather conditions were generally bad. 

He added that in that vicinity at this 
time of the year it was generally more 
hazardous than anywhere else, especially 
for fliers crossing the Atlantic on the last 
part of the ocean flight, but if the Bremen 
fliers could get their ’plane repaired they 
could easily refuel from Point Amour and 
take-off. 

A strange coincidence is being noted 
here—Greenly Island, according to histori- 
cal records, was the first place in Canada 
where Jacques Cartier landed in 1534. 

The island is now a Federal bird 
sanctuary, and Cartier, in his records, de- 
scribed the birds on the island, which is 
two miles west of the new Labrador 
boundary, and within Canadian territory.

BEFORE START, 


——— : 
37 GALLONS TAKEN OUT TO 
ENSURE TAKE-OFF. 

It is only now that the real story of 
the circumstances attendant on the great 
flight is coming out. 

The facts reveal only too plainly the grim 
danger that confronted the airmen on the 
take-off, despite the fact that all possible 
preparations had been made to ensure that 
the ground should present no difficulties 
and dangers for the actual take-off. The 
runway had been leveled and steam- 
rolled and the course flagged out, while 
at a certain point. about fifteen hundred 
yards out a large red flag gave warning 
that the monoplane had to be off the 
ground before it reached that spot. 

Captain K6éhl, the level-headed and 
efficient German pilot, had thought on 
this problem of the take-off for many days 
before, and, with Commandant  Fitz- 
maurice and other officers at Bealdonnel, 
had again and again gone over the 
arrangements, perfecting them wherever 
possible. He even got an expert over 
from Junkers Works at Dessau for that 
purpose. 

PETROL TAKEN OUT. 

Yet, at the end of it all, the very night 
before the actual start, Captain Kohl. was 
not satisfied that the margin of safety 
was sufficiently large, and, after a further 
consultation, he gave the order that 
thirty-seven gallons of the precious spirit 
that was to drive their engine across the 
Atlantic should be taken out of one of the 
tanks. ' 

He realised that their lives depended on 
getting off the ground successfully, and 
in giving that order he made the wisest 
move in all his life; for it saved them. 


CLEARED BY TWO FEET. 

That the actual take-off preyed ; for the 
danger point had nearly been reached 
before the machine had steadied and 
taken the air. As it was the 
margin was very small. The ditch 
at the end of the field was only 
cleared by a couple of feet, as the heavily 
loaded machine would not rise fast 
enough. 

Another precaution that Captain Kóhl 
took was to put on two new wheels on the 
undercarriage, as. they had a narrow 
escape when landing after the test flight 
that had been made about ten days before. 
The machine on landing. had bumped 
heavily on the left wheel. When the 
monoplane was being wheeled into the 
hangar a couple of minutes later that tyre 
burst. In the actual take-off on the bic 
flight the Bremen did not rise after 
dropping the undercarriage, and for a 
distance of four hundred yards she bumped 
badly on hoth wheels alternately before 
she was finally got off the ground. 

It is interesting now to recall the name 
given to the Bremen: by the officers and 
men at. Baldonnel. On account of her 
squat and peculiar shape she became 
known among them as “the cowshed.”’ 
It was really a term of appreciation. 


THE BARON’S CRASH-HELMET. 

There is one other thing worth noting 
with regard to the great victory of the 
Bremen and her crew. Many people will 
be surprised to know that the Baron wore 
a. crash helmet, specially made for him, 
during the flight to protect his head from 
injury if the Bremen ran into bad weather 
and was “bumped” about by. the wind. 
On the first attempt, last August, when 
they succeeded in reaching Ireland from 
Dessau Aerodrome before turning back, 
having been in. the ‘air for twenty-two 
hours, the weather encountered was very 
bad, with the result that the machine was 


flung about by the winds. The Baron in 


the passenger’s cabin was. thrown. ahout 
me. he received severe injuries to his 
ead.

LORD TREMATON 
SUCCUMBS TO HIS INJURIES 

Viscount. Trematon,. the Queén’s 
nephew, who was injured in a motor acci- 
dent on the 2nd inst., died at 2.45 a.m. 
yesterday at Belleville-sur-Saone, France. 

With two young friends; Mr. Kenneth 
Maddocks and Mr..John Conran, Lord 
Trematon was motoring on the Paris- 
Lyons road when his car ran into a tree. 
Mr. Maddocks received a fracture of the 
skull and died the same evening. Mr. 
Couran was not seriously hurt. 

Lord Trematon was taken to the 
hospital at Belleville, and Dr. Howitt 
was sent from London to attend to him. 
At first he seemed to make good progress 
towards recovery, but later his condition 
became serious, and last Friday it was re- 
ported that his strength was failing 
rapidly. 

he funeral will take place in England. 

Lord Trematon (Rupert Alexander 
George Augustus Cambridge) was the only 
son of the Earl of Athlone, the Governor- 
General of South Africa, brother of the 
Queen, by his marriage with Princess 
Alice of Albany. . He was. educated at 
Eton. Later he went to Cambridge, where 
he had been an undergraduate at Trinity 
College since the autumn of 1925. 

He was stated always to have been 
delicate, and last autumn was confined 
to bed for a considerable time after his 
return to England from South Africa— 
where he. had visited his parents—having 
injured both his knees in the. swimming 
bath on his verege home. > 

Reuter’s Cape Town Correspondent tele- 
graphed last. night:—The news of Lord 
Trematon's death came as the greatest 
shock to the whole country, for the Earl 
of Athlone and Princess Alice are regarded 
almost as personal friends of the people,

CONVICT’S ESCAPE

CHAPLAIN’S MOTOR CAR 
STOLEN. 


An escape, under remarkable circum- 
stances, was made by a convict from 
Princetown Prison, Dartmoor, yesterday. 
The runaway, George Whitehead or 
Robert Smith, got away through a window 
of a bathroom, in which he had been 
locked while cléaning the brass, and with 
the aid of a ladder, stolen from the black- 
smith’s shop, he scaled the prison wall. 

He made his way to the Roman Catholic 
chaplain’s garage, in the main road of 
Princetown, and drove off in a motor car 
through Ashburton and Buckfastleigh to- 
wards Totnes. 

In the afternoon the stolen car was 
found ‘abandoned in Dartington Woods, 
near Totnes, but there was no trace of 
the missing convict.

‘PLANE ALMOST WRECKED 
AT MARSEILLES. 


From Oun Own CORKESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 
Manceuvring a crippled ’plane over the 
five hundred mile jump from Marseilles to 
Paris, the French airman; Captain Dieu- 
donne Costes and Lieutenant-Commander 
Joseph Marie le Brix, completed their 
‘‘ round the world’”’ trip last night, land- 
ing at 6.15 at Le’ Bourget, where they 
were acclaimed by six thousand “wild 
Parisians, who had braved a drizzling 
rain and a barricade. of three thousand 
troops to welcome them. 


‘ALMOST WRECKED. _ 

The record-breaking flight, which linked 
Tokio and Paris in six days while the 
fastest boat takes thirty-five, almost met 
disaster within .a few hours of Paris, 
when the airmen damaged the lower wing 
of their craft in landing on a muddy field 
at Marseilles at one o'clock to-day. 
Rather than miss: the royal reception 
awaiting them in Paris, they took off from 
Marseilles at three o'clock with a four- 
foot strip of fabric ripped off the lower 
wing. Costes had .difficulty in keeping 
the’ plane on an even keel, yet he was 
able to give the assembled Parisians a 
dizzy exhibition of acrobatics just before 
landing, though more than, one ke 
Bourget official almost fainted when he 
saw the crippled wing. 


A ROYAL WELCOME, 
At the Paris air ‘port at least a thou- 
sand persons, mostly chic-looking shop 
girls, managed. to break through the 
police cordon and smother the airmen 
with kisses when they alighted. Some 
thoughtful person handed a couple of 
bottles of champagne to the fliers when 
they hopped from their machine, and 
they were clutching the bottles and 
bouquets of flowers when escorted to the 
hangar. . 
Officials, headed by M. Bokanowski. 
Minister of Commerce, having gree 
them there, they were driven directly to 
the Ministry of Finance building, where 
M. Poincaré welcomed them. During the 
rest of the week Paris, officially and 
otherwise, will shower receptions and 
honours on the two airmen. 


GREAT AERIAL TRIUMPH. 

These French airmen have achieved one 
of. the greatest aerial triumphs of all 
time. They flew from Le Bourget on 
October 10th; covered the vast distance’ of 
34,268 miles through four continents and 
arrived here yesterday at Le Bourget once 
more,’ having flown 337 hours. and 
minntes. “The trip was made in thirty- 
eight. flights, of which the longest with- 
out a stop was 2,785 miles. from. 
Paris to Saint Louis, in the Senegal 
and. the .shortest 143 miles, from. Monte 
Video to Buenos Aires. 

They established the first flight across 
the South Atlantic, flying from Saint 
Louis to Port Natal, Brazil, and had 
covered more miles by the time, they 
reached “New York than the American 
‘plane, the Spirit of St. Louis, had flown 
in its whole flying career. 

The true impressiveness of their great 
flight can only be appreciated by followin 
it on the map... Paris, Saint Louis, Por 
Natal, and then Rio de Janeiro, passing 
through .Caravellas en roufe, which 
brought them into. November. That 
month was spent over the ground between 
Rio and Buenos Aires, and December 
brought them oyer*to Lima, Peru, while 
January saw them in. Mexico City. They 
moved immediately to the north and 
landed in New Orleans on February 4tb. 
Thence to New York, after passing 
through Montgomery, Alabama and Wash- 
ington, where they, were received with 
acclamation. 


‘PLANE OVERHAULED IN NEW 
YORK 


In New York the Nungesser-Coli, their 
triumphal ‘plane, was overbauled for the 
first time on their trip as a matter of pre- 
caution. The distance it has covered up 
to this point was over 18,000 miles. 

After this rest they turned westward to 
San Francisco, making the trip in twenty- 
four hours; with only six intervening stops 
of the briefest sort.. They then crossed to 
Japan, although this time they felt that it 
would be the best plan to save their ship 
for its home flight by taking it aboard a 
steamer, Arriving at Tokio in middle- 
March they departed’ on April 8th, on the 
home ‘stretch, passing through Calcutta, 
Aleppo, Athens and Rome, making the 
last speed burst from Italy's capital to Le 
Bourget in ten hours, a distance of about 


687 miles.

POLAR AIRSHIP IN 
TROUBLE. 


FLIGHT DELAYED BY BAD 


WRATHER. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 
The Italian airship, “ Italia,’’ which left 
Milan at 2 o'clock this morning, under the 
command of General Nobile, on the first stage 
of its flight to the Arctic regions, was sighted 
over Bruenn, in Czecho-Slovakia, at 3.15 this 
afternoon, making very slow progress towards 
the German frontier, General Nobile accom- 
nied Captain Amundsen on his flight to the 
North Pole, and is hoping to repeat the feat. 
The immediate destination of the airship is 
the. naval hangar, at ‘Seddin, near Stolp 
(Pomerania), where a detachment of German 
troops is waiting to assist in her landing. 
The “Italia ” has been encountering adverse 
winds, rain and sleet, and is making such 
slow headway that her arrival at Seddin is 
not likely before the early hours of to-morrow 
morning. General Nobile expects to remain 
with the airship at Seddin for a couple of 
weeks before resuming the journey to his 
base, at Spitybergen. 

TALK OF EMERGENCY LANDING. 
Later. 
The “ Italia”? appears. io be in difficulties 
owing to the -untavourable weather it has 
been encountering. At about eight o'clock 
this evening, while over Glatz, in Silesia, it 
got into touch with the Meteorological 
Observatory and wireless station at Linden- 
berg, near Berlin, and asked whether an 
emergency landing was advisable, or whether 
the weather conditions were suitable for a 
return to Italy. The:**Ttalia’’ has also been 
in communication “with the wireless station 
at Seddin—its immediate destination—which 
was asked to give the vessel's bearings. 
In reply, General “Nobile was advised to 
make for Gleiwitz; on the other side of the 
River Oder, and follow the line of the river 
to Seddin, as the weather conditions. be- 
tween Glatz and Stolp were, ov the whole, 
favourable. The airship, which has some 
twelve people on board, including two Italian 
journalists, has apparently been experiencing 
ais rain and. snow and adverse winds, 
especially in the region of the Silesian 
Mountains, rendering its progress very much 

slower than had been expected. 
OBJECT OF THE EXPEDITION. 
Note.—The present air expedition to the 
Arctic is principally for scientific observa- 
tions and  studiés, and General Umberto 
Nobile hopes to secure important scientific 
results. ‘Two trips from King’s Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, are planned, the first to the North 
Fole, and the second to Prince Nicholas I. 
Island General Nobile was recently re- 
ported as saving that he hoped to anchor 
the “Halia” over the North Pole and 
descend by rope ladders. 
A’ wooded cross, sixty Inches high and 
forty “wids, was recently presented to him 
by the Pope to be depéaited at the Pole. It 
has a hoflow space inside it, in which.a 
parchment with the record of the expedition 


will be inserted. Extensive observations 
will be made both there and on Prince 
Nicholas II. Island. If new land is dis- 


covered it is proposed to plant the Italian 
flag there.

1 Band, from the Army School oí Music, was 
living a concert in the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin. Colonel Fritz Brasé himself took 
charge of the Dublin concert, and brought 
about some impressive music-making. Because 
of insufficient preliminary notice, or for some 
other reason, the audience was not as large 
as usual, and it is probable that many 
people will regret, when they read of the con- 
cert, that they were not. aware that they 
might have heard this splendid band last 
night playing such popular works as the 
“9819 * Overture and. Liszt’s '“ Rhapsody 
No. 2.” For those particular performances 
I did not stay, because they had beew per- 
formed on the previous night at the Proad- 
casting Station concert by a proper svn.pbhony 
orchestra of strings, combined with wind 
players from the Army Band. Comparison 
was undesirable, but I know that (vonel 
Brasé makes a great effect with both of these 
works. 

The “ Oberon.’’ Overture was an inspiring 
start of the programme. Colonel Brasé seems 
always to be able to tell us something fresh 
about the most hackneyed music, and just as 
one had decided that his interpretation of the 
“Oberon ” Overture was thoroughly orthdox, 
ha livened the closing page with a thrilling 
emphasis of a brief passage for trombones. 

he ““ Theme and Variations ’’ I assumed 
to be the work of Mr. B. Walton O'Donnell, 
conductor of the ‘‘Wireless”’ Military Band 
maintained by the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. Mr. O'Donnell has told the public 
of the shortage of substantial music written 
for léire beads: It will be noticed, in 
support of his statement, that everything in 
last night’s programme, except the O’ Donnell 
work, was, arranged for military band from 
crchestral. score. In his ‘Theme and 
Variations ' he has given a good example of 
the kind of new work that is required. It is 
lively and interesting, written with a fine 
sense of the value of contrapuntal writing, 
and of the effects to be obtained by judicious 
use of the weightier qualities of the military 
band. I feel sure that he would have liked 
the Army Band's playing of his music. 

Coleridge-Taylor’s ‘‘Hiawatha” ballet music 
lacks the inspiration that has endeared to 
the public his choral setting of scenes from 
Longfellow’s poem. It may work out well as 
actual ballet music—that is to say, as accom- 
painment to dancing and pageant—but as a 
concert work 1 thought it heavy and not 
worth its place in the programme. 

Although singing to. accompaniment on a 
pianoforte that was not of the best, Mr. 

’ F. Watt kept the audience interested in 
his delivery of ‘‘ Lohengrin's Farewell *’ and 
some lighter music. He was as artistic as 
ever in his management of voice and in 
enunciation and—no small point—pronuncia- 
tion.

This, it 
would appear, is due to consignments from 
the Irish Free State, as those from other 
countries are little above pre-war level, and 
decidedly smaller than in 1913. As regards 
sources of supply, the Irish Free State is the 
only Empire country to send substantial 
uantities, and their contribution averages 
slightly) over one-fifth ef the total from all 
sources, a proportion exceeded only by 
Denmark. In 1924 some 562 million eggs 
arrived from the Irish Free State, and, whilst 
there was a slight falling away to 531 million 
two years later, in 1927 the total rose sharply 
to over 600 million. Other Empire sources 
of supply are British South Africa, Australia 
and Canada, and a feature has been the 
steady decline in imports from the last named. 
In 1927 Canada furnished only five million 
ngs against 22 million in 1924, and nearly

ARREARS. 


When Mrs. Kate Kelly, a pleasant-looking 
old age pensioner, was summoned at Broad- 
ford (Co. Clare) District Court for £7 11s. 3d.. 
arrears of rent due to the Clare Board of 
Health in respect of a cottage, she reminded 
the rent collector that she had paid him 10s.
